Sources who asked not to be named 
said Beckwith’s salary will be cut about 
f4,000 a year. 

Without mentioning a name in a re- 
port to Attorney General Griffin B. Bell, 
Webster said he decided not to fire the 
agent after discovering that a Justice 
D^rtment official who took part in the 
investigation of the break-ins said Beck- 
with’s cooperation “had been crucial to 
the department probe." 

' Webster said that by demoting the 
agent, rather than Bring him, it will be 
“an incentive to others to cooperate with 
legitimate administrative inquiry."
